AVhen twenty-one 
knots WHN 
predicted as tho Kpeed of the 
•ew cruiser many hoped, but few believed, 
that her enj^ines would ever be ,able to 
drive such an innnense mass of steel 
through the water at this rate. When she

crossed the line, however, with a speed of 
21.00 knots, and some corrections to be 
added for tide, the enthusiasm on board 
was intense. The performance will be 
echoed from one end of Europe to the 
other, for it places the United States In 
the van anions the navies of the world and 
gives ns not only the most powerful, but 
the swiftest armored cruising vessel. 


There has been great enthusiasm in Eng- 
land over tlie performances of the cruisers 
Blake and Blenheim, some claiming that 
the latter has attained a speed of twenty- 
two knots. In the first place these vessels 
are not armored, but simply protected by 
four inch decLs over machinery and boil- 
ers, Even equal speed from them, there- 
fore, would be nothing remarkable against 
* a vessel carrying, in addition to a six inch 
protective deck, a five inch aide belt and 
two turrets, each eleven inches thick. In 
the first place neither of these vesseis has 
ever had an oflicial trial over a measured 
course. The i31ake broke down from leaky 
boilers after reaching a speed of 10.7 knots 
in shoal water and developing 13,000 horse 
pov/er, while the Blenheim was gauged 
only by a patent log which, it is claimed, 
indicated 
knots. This same instru- 
ment on the New York showed a speed 
yesterday of 23 knot«, and the difference 
botwe#a that and acttial distance covered 
is proof of how unreliable patent logs are 
^ as oflicial tests. 


The entire course was 41.65 nautical 
miles, which was steamed over twice. On | 
the first run the speed was 20.83 knots and 
tho second 31.85, the diflerence being due ' 
to the tide, which was against the vessel on 
the trip north. The average of the speeds 
gives 31.09 knots, with a possibility of its 
being greater when the true current cor- 
rection is added. 
On tho whole, yester- 
day's record was a triumph for American 
skill and genius and will stand pre-emin- 
ently alone until some of our new war 
ships beat it.

WASHINOTON, May 24.—Because the gov- 
ernment of Corea prohibited the exporta- 
tion of beans and pulse Japanese mer- 
chants in that country, who were seriously 
iilTected by the order, appealed to their 
government. 
The result was the with- 
drawal of the Japanese minister to Corea 
and a declaration of hostilities, A Japa-

Death of One of the BCeti Who Uobbed 
the Hnintlton Watch Fartory, 


PHILADELPHIA, May 23. — On Sunday 
morning a nmn was bn/itglit to tho Penn- 
sylvania hospital sufferina from a gun 
shot wound in the abdomen. Ilis compan- 
ion was a woman, who said she was his 
wife, and that his name was 
Joseph 
Mitchell. An examination of the man*s 
wound showed that it had been neglected 
for some time, and that his negUgence had 
resulted in peritonitis, from which his 
death was certain. 


Mitchell told an Improbable story of 
having been shot In a row in a saloon on 
Friday evening, and professed to remem- 
ber nothing moro about his w4iereabouts 
between that timo and when he reached 
bis home on Marstou street. 


On Sunday morning the police were 
notified and they doubted Mitcliell's story 
from the first and suspected him of being 
one of the three burglars who entered the 
Hamilton watch fatctory, near Lancaster, 
on Friday night. Before the burglars suc- 
ceeded in oNx^rpowering Samuel Bauer, 
tho watchman at the factory, he shot one 
of the men and the police believed Mitchell 
to be the man. Mitchell stuck to his story, 
however, until he died yesterday after- 
noon, and the police then arrested his wife. 


A search of Mitchell's house last night 
revealed enough t^ cast aside any doubt 
but that he was the man who was shot by 
Bauer. In the house was found a kit of 
burglars' tools similar to those found near 
Lancaster, a revolver, a number of time 
tables and a list of bhe largerjcountry post- 
oflices in Pennsylvania. A coat and vest 
and shirt with a bullet hole through them 
were also found. There is no trace of 
Mitchell's companions,

HU Case Once More Before the Presby*

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The report of 
the judicial committee on the Briggs case 
was the special order of business In the 
Presbyterian General Assembly yesterday 
afternoon.

The substance of the 
majority report is embodied in the follow- 
ing resolution; 


"Resolved, That the appeal from the de- 
cision and final judgment of the presby- 
tery of New York, rendeij^d Jan. 9,1K93, bo 
entertained by the General Assembly, and 
it is ordered that the case proceed to trial 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
book of discipline." 


The majority report was adopted. 
The )noderator then anuounced that In 
accordance with the book of government, 
the assembly would be turned into a ju- 
dicial court of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
following the rules of procedure, called for 
a readingof the judgment notice of appeal, 
the appeal and the specifications of the 
errors alluded to.

This was done by Statîed Clerk Roberts, 
the reading occupying more than an hour 
and a half and exhaubting all the re- 
mainder of the afternoon se.ssion.

Tfunffiseo Onyx CftTc. 


•*What I believe to be the largest and 
f noBt onyx deposits 
in ihe world," sHid 
Mr. Philo B. Shepard, "have 
recently 
been discovered 
in some 
caves in 
tho 
Cumberland Mountains of West Tcnnes- 
ree. 
It has been known for some timo 
that there was a fine quality of onyx or 
chalcedony there, but the mines or caves 
have scarcely been touched, and recently 
my attention was brought to the exist- 
ence of lnr;ie caves in Anderson County, 
the roofs of which 
arc bristling 
with 
stalactites of onyx, nnd in some cases the 
columns reach to the lloor of the cavern. 
I found 
one 
column 
fourteen feet 
in 
length, tho top 
of which is more 
than 
lour feet in 
diameter, and, I believe, an 
onix slab four feet wide 
by six 
long 
could be sawed from it. 
Tho 
onyx in 
those caves is wonderfully free from sand 
pockets and other blemishes, and is more 
richly colored than any I over saw, and 
Feems 
to exist 
in unlimited 
quantity. 
Onyx, as you may know, is formed by 
.the drippings 
of limestone, and in early 
staires looks like prisms of glivss or frosted 
icicles hanging from the roof, and count- 
less age» must 
elapse befoio 
even the 
smallest cone of onyx could form, while 
the large coliimn I have described must 
have been growing since the beginning 
of time. 
When the value of these stones 
becomes known to the world then Ten- 
nessee onyx will be more widely known 
than Italian marble, but as yet only a few 
samples 
have 
been 
taken 
out/*—St.

TIIE B0:iV SHAD. 


Tho cooking of a shad is not a diffi- 
cult matter, but it is something that i^ 
often done so carelessly that the dish is 
unsatisfactory. 
Like all lish, the shad 
must 
bo Iresh from the water. 
Tho 
much-vaunted superiority of our Hudson 
River shjicf is undoubtedly duo to the 
fact that it is mucii fresher than those 
from a distance. 
Tho very best way t^ 
cook a shad is to broil it, though, pro- 
vided tho lish is perfegtly fresh from tho 
water, it makes very little 
ditlerence 
whether it ia broiled, bakoior plan'.ccd; 
As soon as tne iish is broucjht in and 
scaled as it should be, remove the back- 
bone. 
Tais is not a difficult thing to do 
if you have a keen-edged boning-knife. 
Push the Hesh off the bone with the 
lingers, be-jinning the work at the head, 
and keep the knife near the bone. 
All 
tho fine spioes can be removed with tho 
spinal column and comparatively 
few 
bones will remain in the lish. 
Do not, 
however, get the iish into bad shape in 
taking out tho bones, for this can be 
easily avoided. 
Season the tish on the 
inside and outside with salt and pepper, 
rub it with a tablespooutul c( oil and 
¡iqueeze over it a fo%v drops oi lenioa 
juice. 
It may now be broileJ over a 
slow tire Irom twelve to ilfteea minuses 
on the frcih side and a minute on the 
skin side. 
Boil the roe with it.—2{ew 
rork Tribune. 


A rOT n o AST OF KEEP. 


Choose a piece of l:an beef; tho bes!; 
cut irom tho round is good. 
Tae cross 
rib is, however, 
preferred by many 
3ooks. 
Cut from tno edges son\3 bits 
ot fat, or slice a piece of stiet the size of 
in egg. 
Cjt this into tiny scraps and 
put into auHron pot on the stove; let it 
cook until it begins to smoke, then lay 
the beef 
in it. 
AVuen one side is 
scorched over, turn ic the other side up, 
and continue to move it about until the 
entire surface is well browned. 
Then 
add, very slowly, a little water, taking 
care that the fat has-cooled so it wilt 
not Jly over the stove. 
After a moment 
put in suiEcient water to almost cover 
the meat. 
The pot should have atli^ht- 
ly fitting lid, and a weight 
may bo 
placed on this to keep it closed. 
Tiien 
bod slowly for live or six hours. 
Ex- 
amine it occasionally to se3 that there is 
sndicient water to Keep irom burniDi^; 
waen about half done add salt, a little 
pepper, and, ii the ilavor is like:!, h xlf a 
cup of tomato citsiip or a spjoaful of 
Worcestershire sauce. Waen thoroughly 
cooled, take out tne meat, thic.jea 
gravy witti flour or cornstarch; t&ste to 
see if the seasoning is right; 
add n 
couple of tablespooni'uls of creani and 
pour it over the meat on the platter.

In any given district there it a constant 
luccossioa of largo gatherings at which 
it is not uncommon for as many as 10,- 
000 perfons to be congregated. The fairs 
are sometimes called the '*poor man's 
uiarket" for the great display of second 
hand clothing which the owueri wish to 
dispose of. 


At Techou and at another point on th® 
Grand Canal there are Annual fairs held 
Irom the botfinningof the twelfth month 
to the fifteenth day of the same month, 
at which there is a ijreat display of for* 
eign goods, especially woolens, sold ai 
cheaper rates than at other times. 
This 
is called the fair of the grain fleet, rind 
is one of the products of the vicious sys- 
tem of grain taxes. 
About 400 vesseia 
are annually employed for transporting 
the Shantung prain tax to Tuni^chofv, 
near Peking, and upon their return these 
vessels brine: larcre quantities of goods 
from Tientsin, which are 
sold at th« 
iairs. 
While some of the fairs are hold 
at times rigidly fixed and never varied 
most of them are wholly uncertain as to 
time.—North China Herald.

AN ITEM ON CABBAGK CCLTtmiC. 


A Pronch gardener tells that he had 
two fields of cabbage that were covered 
•with caterpillars. 
Uo 
sprinkled 
over 
them fomo mineral superphnsphitos 
and 
a few days afterwards all tho caterpillars 
were found to be destroyed upon 
the 
leaves which thoy wcie eating. 
lie has 
not had the same result with tho means 
v)rdinarily used.—A'eio York Worlds 


CORNMKAIi F o n COWS. 


There 3s no danger of drying up a 
cow by giving cornmeal to her for tho 
improvement of the milk. 
But it is 
quite possible that the cow may be given 
to make fat rather than milk, as is tho 
habit with some cows, and in surh a case 
there might be danger of the animal fat- 
tening instead of milking. 
In such a 
ease any kind of good ieeding would 
have the same effect. 
The writer has 
been feeding cows for making butter for 
over thirty years, and has never found 
any difiiculty in this way, tho cows be- 
ing fed from eight to twelve pounds of 
the meal daily, as they could digest it 
profitably. 
If the cow fattens instead of 
milking, it might bo a good thing to let 
her get fat and sell her and get a milk- 
ing one instead. 
Shorts is not a good 
food for milk—it Avould be better to 
^nvc ground oats with tho meal. 
Apples 
in any way are beneficial to cows that 
are milking.—JS'eio York Ti77i€3, 


TnUJSDTSH STOKMS AFFECTIXG MILK. 
It is a very old belief of our farmers, 
and at one time quite general, that dur- 
ing a thunder storm sweet 
milk was 
likely to turn sour very rapidly, and that 
this change was due to tho thunder 
or 
some unexplained electrical force. There 
is, however, just this much truth in the 
idea or belief, and no more. 
During the 
season of thunder storms the v/eather is 
usually warm, andas is well known high 
temperature very soon develo|)s acidity 
in milk aud hastens the separation of the 
cheesy matter from the whey. 
That 
cither thunder or lightning has any 
di- 
rect effect in souring milk is no longer 
believed by our practical dairymen, 
for 
if it was a fact that thunder storms 
had 
any such effect they would work 
most 
disastrous results to the milk supply of 
our great cities, as well as to the 
butter 
factories and creameries all 
over 
tho 
country. 
If you will store your milk in 
a cool rooui aud see that the temperature 
does not rise during a thunder storm, we 
are inclined to think your belief in its 
direful effcot will fade away before the 
end of 
the first summer,—New 
York 
Sun. 


STORING ROOTS IN PITS. 


A farmer in Ontario, Canada, says he 
stores his turnips and other roots in the 
following manner: Ho first digs trenches 
five or six feet wide and six 
or eight 
inches deep. 
Prom tho bottom of these 
tienches he puts in ventilators made of 
three six-inch boards nailed together, as 
often as once in eight 
feet. 
In these 
trenches ho piles the turnips as high as 
they will 
stay without 
rolling 
down, 
making the sides of 
the pile straight 
and even, and tho top to 
as sharp 
a 
peak as possible. 
He covers this heap 
as evenly as he can withaboutten inches 
of dry straw and covers this with four or 
five inches of earth, which he snooths 
off with the shovel. Mangolds and 
car- 
lots should be covered a little 
thicker, 


Por potatoes he made the pits shorter 
and wider, and covers with two coats of 
straw and earth iu alternate layers, 
also 
uses bunches of 
straw for 
ventilators. 
The roots come out fresher than 
those 
from the cellar. 
In putting roots in the 
cellar he runs them over a slatted spout, 
so that much dirt rattles off theoi, but 
he finds that much collects near the bot- 
tom of the spout, and 
ho is careful to 
move the roots back so as to get 
them 
out of this. 
A 
system which 
preserves 
roots in a climate as coid as that of On- 
tario would surely prevent freezing in 
New Enj^land.—Boaioii Oxdiivator, 


n o w TO MAKE CniCKENS GROW RAPIDLY, 


There is no reason and very little profit 
in allowing chickens to be slow in com- 
ing to maturity. 
Tlie small biped starts 
into life all ready to grow rapidly, and 
only lack of proper food will keep it 
from foiaiiing ahead. 
Whether chicks 
are reared in brooders, or by hens, they 
must have plenty of warmth, pure water 
and cleanliness, and when these are se- 
cured wo come to the important matter 
of iood, which is ono of tho chief factors 
in rapid growth. 
This should 
contain 
just the elements that a growing chick 
requires, in such shape as to be readily 
digested. 
Kaw eggs beaten into bread 
crumbs are 
excsllent for tho first few 
days, ' For this purpose the sterile oggs 
tl^at liave been removed from the incu- 
bator, or from under tho Jiens at about 
the tenth day, M'ill serve very well. The 
chicks will also delight to pick at rolled 
oats (which aro steam-cooked), and this 
is excellent for growth. 
Very soon they 
may have boiled wlieat, and one can al- 
most see his chickens grow while they 
are eating it, 
A little cooked potato, or 
cooked vegetable will not como amiss 
occasionally as they grow older. 
What- 
ever is given them should be thorougly 
cooked until the chickens aro eight or 
ten weeks old, If the most rapid growth 
¡s to bo secured. 
When they can run at 
large upon tho ground they will obtain 
an abundance of tender grass and other 
green stuff,but if confined, there is noth- 
ing better than bruised clover 
leaves, 
scalded or cooked into a little bran or 
middlings. 
Bome bulky food IM neces^ 


«ary, or indigestion will ensue. 
Clovorl 
provides both bulk and growth matenal« 
and whore milk cannot bo obtained the^ 
liquid in which 
clovor hay 
has been 
steeped will bo a most excellent substi- 
tute. 
Lean meat is good to feed occa- 
sionally,but it is best cooked until it will 
readily fall apart, whilo 
fresh 
ground 
bone is one of the cheapest, and prob- 
ably one of the best foods for growing 
chickens aud for Uyiug hens that can bo 
found. 
Anyone who keeps a consider- 
able number of hens or raises chickens in 
largo quantities will find a bone-cutter 
almost invaluable. 
Feed very little corn 
meal to growing chicks until it is de- 
sired to fatten them. 
Corn is essentially 
a heat-producing and fat-producing food. 
Thero is ono other essential 
to 
rapid 
growth and that is exercise. 
Chickens 
will got this if allowed to run with a 
hen, but if reared m brooders thoy must 
bo made to scratch, or good food 
will 
avail them but little.—Ayjiericati Agricul- 
turists 


EFFECT OF WATER UPON HORSKS, 
A horse cau live twcnty-fivo days with- 
out solid food, merely drinking water; 
seventeen days without either eating or 
drinking; and only fivo days when eat- 
ing solid food without drinking. 


An idea prevails among horsemen that 
a horse should never be watered oftener 
than three times a daj', or in twenty-four 
hours. 
This is not only a mistaken idea 
but a very brutal practice. 
A horse's 
stomach is extremely sensitive, and will 
suffer under tho least interference, caus- 
ing a feverish condition. 


Feeding a horse principally 
on grain 
aud driviug it fivo hours without water 
is like giving a man salt mackerel for 
dinner and not allowing him to drink 
until supper time—very 
unsatisfactory 
for the man. 


If you know anything about tho caro 
of horses, and have any sympathy for 
them, water them as often as thoy want 
to drink—once an hour, if possible. 
By 
doing this, you will not only be merciful 
to your animals, but you will bo a bene- 
factor to yourself, as they will do more 
work; they will bo healthier; they will 
look better; and will be less hablo to 
coughs and colds, and will live longer. 


If 
you aro a skeptic aud know more 
about horses than any one else, you aro 
positiva that the foregoing is wrong, be- 
cause you have had horses dio 
with 
wateiing them too much, and boldly say 
that the agitators of fre<iucnt watering 
are fools in your estimation, and you 
would not do such a tiling. 
Just reasou 
for a moment, and figure out whether 
tho animal would have over-drank and 
over-chilled its stomach if it had not 
been allowed to become over-thirsty. 
A 
horse is a great deal like a man. 
Let 
him 
get 
overworked, overstarved, 
or 
abused, and particularly for the want of 
sufficient drink in warm weather, and 
the consequences will always bo injuri- 
ous. 
Sensible hostlers in large cities aro 
awakening to the advantages of frequent 
watering. 
Street car horses aro watered 
every hour, and sometimes oltener, whilo 
they are at work. 
It is plenty of water 
that supplies evaporation or perspiratiou 
and keeps down the temperature. 


What old fogy methods amount to may 
be seen by tho change in medical prac- 
tice to man. 
Twenty years ago a person 
having a fever of any kind or pneumonia 
was allowed but a little water to drink, 
and then it had to be tepid. 
To-day 
practitioners prescribe all the iced water 
the patient can possibly drink; and 
l a 
addition, 
cold bandages are applied to 
reduce and control tho temperature of 
the blood. 
What is applicable to maa 
will never injure a horse. 
Use common 
sense and human feeling. 
Don't 
think 
it is a horse and capable of enduring any 
and all things, 
A driver who sits ia 
his wagon and lashes his worn-out, half- 
curricd, half-fed and half-watored team 
should never complain of any abuse he 
may receive from his master or employer, 
for he is lower in character, harder 
ia 
sympathy and less noblo than the brutes 
he is driving, and deserves, in tho namo 
of all that is human, 
the punishment 
of acrimina!.—Üincaijo <jlay Journal.
